MINIATURE 
HYDROPLANE SERVICE 


FOR ALTONA BEACH 


There’s to be a miniature hydroplane 
service on the west side of Altona Pier 


this summer. 


The Altona Shire Councii agreed to the proposal 


on Monday night. 


It will be organised by the boat 
service of Mr. I. W. Clarke. 

Mr. Clarke’ had put his submis- 
sion before. the council's parks 
and foreshores committee. 

The committee’s recommenda 
tion to agree in principal to the 
operation: of the hire boat ser. 
vice on the west side of the pier 
was adopted by the full council 
on Monday night. 

Mr. Clarke told the commit: 
tee that the boat intended to be 
used in the hire service is a 
miniature hydropfane. and has 
passed all tests to date by the 
Marine Board. - 

The boat travels at between 
7-12 mph. At all times there will 
be a patrol boat in attendance. 
It is proposed to use an area on 
the gvest side of the pier. from 
ihe pier to a line opposite David- 


ae is intended to place buoys 
in position each day to desig- 
nate the area the boats are to 
operate within and each day the 
buoys will be removed. 

Also. a portable landing stage 
will be used and removed each 
day. The area for boating will 
extend to within 150 -feet back 
in‘from_ the end of the pier. 

Cr. P. J. Lynch asked what

Mr. Clarke replied that the 
Marine Board required that each 
boat carry a life jacket. 
cause of ‘the size of the boats, 
only one person will be able to 
operate each boat, and the chil- 
dren under 10 years will not be 
allowed to hire boats. 

S. G. McIntosh asked what 
insurance cover will be held in 
case of accidents. 

Mr. Clarke Teplied that he was 
still inquiring into the necessary 
public risk insurance. - 

During discussion, Mr, Clarke 
explained that it was not neces-

to the pier, that at present he

has only three boats and Fntends 
to commence operation after 
Christmas. Operation will only 
be during the day time and not 
in rough weather. The hiring 
time for each person will be 15 
minutes. 

At any one time there will 
only be four gallons of petrol 
on hand for use during the day. 

The engines in the boats at 
present are similar to a motor 
mower, and would create ap- 
proximately the same amount of 
noise. However, experiments are 
being carried out to use electric 
motors with batteries. If these 
motors’ are used, there would 
be no noise at all. 


Cr. H. W. Lee stated that the 
council wifl have to consider 
the fact that the area, required 
for use by the boats, will have 
to be restricted from the public 
and asked Mr. Clarke whether 
he intended to apply for a lease 
over the area. 

Mr. Clarke replied that up to 
the present, he had not thought 
of applying for a lease, but if 
the’ venture was “successful he 
would consider making applica- 
tion to the council. A 

Cr. Lee inguired,as to what 
payment would be made to the 
council, and suggested to Mr. 
Clarke if he was prepared to 
pay say 5% of his takings over 
a year. 

Mr. Clarke stated that this 
suggestion would be agreeable, 
and asked whether the council 
would limit the number of boats 
to use in the area. 

Cr. Lee said that the number 
of boats was of no concern, but 
that the area to be used is the 
most important. - 

It was agreed with Mr. Clarke 
that an inspection and demon- 
stration be made for the bene- 
fit of the committee on Sunday 
at 10 a.m. at the site adjacent 
to the west side of the pier, 
weather permitting.

la student of a junior teacher in 
a centre, they are paid $13 or 
$14 a week. In order to’ obtain 
admission for training, they 
have to be sponsored by a com- 
mittee which controls a day 
training centre- and, in addition, 
the committe has to augment 
their salaries.

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*) NUCLEAR DEVICE TO BE EXPLODED PETROLEUM-BASED PLASTICS MAKE 
TO STIMULATE NATURAL GAS FLOW 


Petroleum exploration companies 
throughout the world are awaiting with 
tremendous interest the results of the deep 
underground explosion of a 26-kiloton 
nuclear devise at the El Paso Natural Gas 
Company’s field in New Mexico, USA. 





The explosion was fo have taken place on 
Tuesday, November 14, but a cablegram to the 
Petroleum Information Bureau (Australia) from the 
El Paso company states that it has been cancelled 
because of construction difficulties with the em- 


placement hole. 


No new date has been set, 
but the earliest possible date 
will be in the first week of De- 
cember. 


The purpose of the explosion, 
which will have the force of 
26,000 tons of TNT, will be to 
investigate the technical feasi- 
bility of stimulating the flow of 
natural gas from “‘tight,”’ low- 
permeability, deeply-buried vock 


formations. 












The experiment, designated 
Project Gasbuggy. is a joint ven- 
ture of El Paso, the US Atomic 
Energy Commission, the US 
Bureau of Mines and the US De- 
pariment of the Interior. 


Particular interest is being 
taken in the project by a group 
of Australian and American com- 
panies which are co-operating in 
drilling the Pacoota oil and gas 
field on the Mereenie structure 
in the “dead heart’ of Austra- 
lia, west of Alice Springs. 


Members of these Australian 
and American companies have 
already discussed with. repre- 
sentatives of thé US and Aus-

Atomic Energy Commission doés 
not believe ‘that prevention of 
contamination of the gas will 
present a serious problem.

NEW SURGICAL TECHNIQUES POSSIBLE 


Many remarkable’ techniques ~ de- 


veloped in surgery in Australia and else- 
where in recent years have become pos- 
sible only because replacement devices 


manufactured from petroleum-based plas- 


tics have been available. 


The Petroleum Information Bureau (Austra- 
lia) says that plastic materials used internally do not - 
undergo chemical changes after they come in contact 
with body fluids and for that reason the body tolerates 


their presence. It would 


not tolerate them if the 


materials did undergo changes as most substances do. 


Several kinds of plastics are 
used in the making of artificial 
heart valves with which surgeons 
nowadays often replace defective 
natural valves in human bodies. 
The plastics are not only non-iri- 
tant: they are -also indestruc- 
tible. 


Blood vessels made from plas- 
tics are used, too, instead of 
those formerly made from rub- 
ber. Artificiat blood vessels 
made from rubber had only limi- 
ted lives because they gradnally 
deteriorated. : 


Tubing made from plastics is 
used successfully for drainage 
purposes in cases of hydroce- 
phalus (water on the brain), for 
blood transfusions, for carrying 
other liquids during operations 
or post-operative treatment, for 
administering anaesthetics -and 
for intravenous injections. 


Plastics are now favoured by 
manufacturers -for the produc- 
tion of some medical equipment 
formerly made from steel or 
other metal and the Common- 
wealth Serum ‘Laboratories are 
investigating the possibility of 
packaging penicillin and some 
vaccines in single-use dispos- 
able petroleum-based __ plastic 
syringes.

Gidgealpa-Moomba to Adel- 
aide gas line, distance, 480 
miles. 
Gippsland to Sydney gas line, 
distance 370 miles. 


The construction of the line 
from Roma to Brisbane has be- 
come economically practicable 
only since Austral-Pacific Fer- 
tilisers Ltd. decided to build a 
$40,000,000 fertiliser complex on 
Gibson Island in the Brisban 
River. - 


Provided recoverable reserves 
of gas in the Roma area exceed 
135,000,000,000 cubic feet, but the 
market for gas in Brisbane with- 


out the fertiliser complex would | 


not have been large enough to 
justify the laying down of a line. 
The line will probably be com- 
pleted by the end of next year. 
The line from Gippsland to 
Dandenong is scheduled for 
completion by 1968. It will bring 
natural gas to Melbourne from 
Barracouta and Marlin fields jp 
Bass Strait in March, 1969. 


The Gippsland to Westernport 
line will start at a plant at Dut- 
son, near Sale, at which wet gas 
from the Barracouta and Marlin 
fields will be processed. The 
liquids extracted at the. plant 
and any crude oil produced from 
the Marlin. field will be conveyed 
through the line to the Long 
Island Point Fractionation Plant 
on Westernport Bay. 


The line from Gidgealpa-Moom- 
ba, in the north-east corner of 
South Australia, to Adelaide will 
follow a line running through 
Peterborough and Clare. It may 
eventually be extended to serve 
industrial towns on Spencer Gulf, 

The construction of a line 
from Gippsland to Sydney will 
depend upon the result of feasi- 
bility studies now being condue- 
ted. The distance by the most 
direct route is 370 miles; the esti- 

mated cost is $5,000,000.

The new boat ramp at Sea- 


helme is certainly proving popu- 
lar, as can be seen from the 
dozens of boating enthusiasts 
who actually have to queue up to 
launch their boats, 


This is the only ‘spot in Altona 
Where a trailer boat can be 
launched at low tide without a 
lot of hard pushing. The council 
has dredged a channel out from 
the ramp. 


But although an asset at low 
tide the authorities should at- 
tempt to get rid of the foul- 
smelling seaweed that has now 
settled in the dredged channel. 
This weed is up to 2ft. deep in 
places and contains as well 
bottles, cans; rocks, old socks— 
in fact, anything that could 
damage a boat or motor. 


Two boat -owners have had to 
have quite expensive’ repairs 
done, to their motors through 
striking some of these objects 
hidden in the seaweed. 


These two welkconstructed 
ramps are an’ asset but unfor- 
tunately unless something can 
be done about the weed problem 
they are likely to become pan 
elephants.”
